Phiilips Academy began its one bun- 
dred and twenty-ninth -year.last _ week 
under most favorable conditions. Exam-' 
inations.for admission to the two lower 
classes were held on Wednesday, and 
were’ continued for the upper classes 
throughout Thursday. By the end of 
the week recitations were well under 
way. Nearly 450 students have already 
registered, and many who are taking the 
fall college examinations this- week are 
yet to report. The newcomers number 
over two hundred and fifty, the largest 
number of entering students on record 
The total number enrolled exceeds ‘that 
of last year by about a score, and has been 
equalled only once before in the Aca- 
demy’s long history. It will be several 
days yet before the exact figures can be 
given. 

Many important changes mark the 
opening of the year.

To the Faculty Houses 
has been added the Pease House on Main 
street, in charge of Dr. Page, the school’s 
Phvsienl director Rartlot Hall, ane of 
buG test UuiluiULigs Uululying LU Lud 
Theological Seminary, has“been rented 
by the trustees for the accommodation of 
Academy students and having’ been 
thoroughly renovated and improved, will 
provide attractive quarters for nearly 
fifty boys. Two resident instructors will 
have charge of this building. ; 

On the faculty several important 
changes and additions have been made. 
Mr. Stone, for many years the head of 
the French department. has been granted

Lecture in November Club House 
Tonight. 


The officers of the Andover Guild have 
invited Charles Sprague Smith of New 
York City, founder and managing direc- 
tor of the People’s Institute, to speak on 
the work he is carrying on for the masses 
of the people, this evening in the 
November iuu Leuse, at 750 o'clock. 
The Institute touches. the working 
people of New York City on many sides. 
On Sunday evening it cunducts non- 
sectarian services with addresses given 
by clergymen representing the different 
creeds. The audience, gathered from all 
parts of the greater city and suburban 
towns, numbers from 1500 to 1800 of 
which 95 per cent are men, Free dis- 
cussion follows every address. Three 
evenings a week lectures and discussions 
are provided singly or in course, on his- 
tory and the problems of the day. Act- 
ing as representative of the interests of 
the people, the Institute takes an active 
part in promoting and opposing legisla- 
tion. It has proved efficient in recent 
years in defeatiug “grab bills” as well as 
in securing legislation protective. of 
people’s rights. Clubs for adults, also 
for children, of a social and educational 
character and others for good govern- 
ment are also carried on under its 
direction. On the dramatic side, 
through co-operation with theatrical 
managers, it secures admission to the 
best theatres and selected plays for the 
pupils and teachers in the public schools 
and the poorer people at low rates. In 
music, it furnishes symphony and cham- 
ber—music concerts at nominal prices. 
The sum total of its audiences reached 
last year 200,000. The officers of the 
Guild believe that the story of this work 
will’ furnish valuable suggestions and 
awaken greater interest in the Guild on 
the part of our citizens. After the ad- 
dress an opportunity will be afforded for 
asking questions.

LUCRETIA THOMPSON 
(SPRAGUE) BLANCHARD 


The notice of the death of Mrs. 
Lucretia Thompson Sprague, wife of Mr. 
Amos Blanchard,‘ will be read with sor- 
row in many homes. She died of pneu- 
monia on Thursday, the thirteenth of 


September, at “‘The Intervale: House’— 
Intervale, New Hampshire, where she 
had passed the summer among the moun- 
tains. For some time her failing health 
had caused: her friends much anxiety 
but in her desire to live, her courage and 
strength of will far outran the physical 
strength. The disease left her too frail 
to rally and she quietly passed away. 

The simple funeral services in the 
Andover Seminary Chapel on Wednes- 
day, the mineteenth, were conducted by 
Professor ‘Ryder, :wlrose well chosen ' 
words told that he knew Mrs. Blanchard’s 
character and worth. Two favorite 
hymns—“‘The King of love my Shepherd : 
is’ and Barnby’s Requiem, “Sleep thy 
last sleep, Free from care and sorrow,” 
were sung with tender sympathy by The 
Beethoven Quartette of Boston. 

Mrs. Blanchard’s love for flowers is 
widely. known, and her resting place in 
the Chapel was made very beautiful by 
sheltering palms and the choicest of 
blossoming things above and around her. 
At the close of the services, flowers and 
palms were taken with her to the tomb, 
—flowers® were taken to the little ceme- 
tery on the Hill and laid upon the graves 
of friends who had been very dear to 
her,—and flowers in abundance were 
sent for distribution among the patients 
in the Lawrence hospital. All was done 
as she in her own thoughtfulness for 
others would have wished. 

Mrs. Blanchard was born in Marion, 
Missouri. Her father was a Professor in 
a Western college. Her mother, a native 
of Salem, died when she was only a few 
days old, but a shadowy likeness of a 
beagtifur woman was'leff to show her

‘the mother’s face, and to hold the first 


place among: her treasures; “While she 
was still an infant, her father followed 
the mother, and the orphaned child was 
brought to Salem, Massachusetts, to be 
so tenderly cared for by those who filled 
the places of fathey, mother and sister, 
that her young Ji e was made happy. 

Her maternal grandfather was a Salem 
merchant, in the days when a merchant 
was one who sent his ships across the 
seas to comé back laden with tlie riches 
of foreign lands. ‘The stately ancestral 
mansion still stands, surrounded by its 
flower gardens and pear trees, a well 
preserved monument’ of old colonial 
times. Mrs. Blanchard’s strong love for | 
the quaint city, the home of her earliest 
recollection and the friends of her youth, 
lasted through life. She was a valued 
member of the Crombie Street church 
and is still spoken of there as the young 
organist of rare musical ability. She at- 
tended private schools in Salem, and 
afterwards was graduated at Mrs. 
Macaulay’s Seminary for girls in New 
York City. 

Again she was bereft of father and 
mother by death, and her own tragedy 
of life was repeated when the beloved 
sister fell asleep, leaving a little daughter 
less than one month old: 1 


“How strange.it seems with so much 


gone 
Of life and love, to still live on.” 


But the friends who were left grew the 
hearer, and new friends and new joys 
came into her saddened life. 

It is now nearly forty years since she 
became the wife of Mr. Amos Blanchard 
of Lowell, and from that time most of 
their united life has been happily iden- 
tified with Andover. During these years 
Mrs. Blanchard has made for herself a 
high place in public estimation, and An- 
dover has been enriched by her quiet 
influence and loving loyalty to ““Whatso- 
ever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are_lovely, whatsoever things are 
of good report.” Simple and kindly in 
her ways, she was a brave and conacien- 
tious follower of the Master. Hei ready 
sympathy with suffering and generous 
Tesponse to calls for help will not soon 
be forgotten. . 

She is gone—and of the loss to him 
who has so long been a devoted com 
panion, one may scarcely speak. To 
him, her memory will be a benediction. 

She will be sadly missed by her family 
connections who were very dear to her. 
She will be missed in the church, in the 
club, in society, in the sick room where 
she ever brought comfort and cheer, in 
the lowly walks of Nth atery where, by 
all who were privileged to call her ro”

Rally in Andover. 


An enthusiastic Dunbar rally was 
held in Andover Saturday night b«- 
tween four and five hundred citizens 
listening to effective speeches by 
Frank E. Dunbar, candidate for the 
Republican -congressional nomination, 
ex-Congressman William S, Knox and 
Speaker John N. Cole. : 

A reception preceded the speaking 
and music was furnished: by the An- 
cover brass band. 

Judge George H. Pcor presided at 
the rally and expressed confidence in 
the nomination of Mr. Dunbar at the 
caucuses On Tuesday. 

Ex-Congressman Kr.ox spoke of the 
protective tariff, much as he has done 
in his other speeches, and stated that 
although Congressinar. Ames had been 
bountifully honored by the Republi- 
cans of this district he had no feeling 
against him, but would hope for him 
only the happiest possible future. He 
felt, however, that the district re- 
quired a change in its congressional 
representation, and that Mr. Dunbar 
admirably met the requirements of the 
change demanded. He further said 
that it was very humiliating to the 
Republicans of this great district to 
have their congressional representa- 
tive obliged to travel a thousand miles 
to obtain a cortifice tc of fitress, and 
esked if anybody could concemplate 
the possibility of Frederic T. Green- 
haige having sought or used aiybody's 
certifice te of his suitability for any 
office which he ‘ad: ever filled or to 
which he had ever aspired. 

Mr. Dunbar did not allude in any 
way to his opponent in his remarks,

fected them. He believed that mucn 
could be done to not only preserve but 
to develop and extend those industries 
which had shown the need during the 
rast few years of further legislative 
care. At the conclusion of his speech 
Judge Poor said the certificate of Mr, 
Dunbar’s fitness and thelr demand fo1 
their services in congress would be 
issued to him by the ‘Republicans in 
the caucuses on Tuesday next. 

Speaker Cole, who has been ‘sub-

He was presentei by Judge Poor as 
the Speaker. of the House’ and the next 
governor of Massachusetts, and the 
applause which greeted him was go 
prolonged that it was several minutes 
before it had subsided sufficiently to 
enable him to begin his speech. 

Speaker Cole expressed his gratitude 
for the appreciation of him as signified 
n the greeting and vigorously present- 
ed his arguments in behalf of Mr. 
Dunbar’s nomination. He attacked 
Ames’ record in the Massachusetts 
legislature and contended that it em- 
phatically -controverted the congress- 
man’s claim that he is a friend of the 
working people. 

He mentioned Congressman Ames 
claim that he (Ames) had helped him 
in his election to the speakership, and 
read a letter from Mr. Truéll, showing 
that he not only did not seek support 
from Congressman Ames at that time. 
but that he had obtained pledges of 
support from members of the legisla- 
ture from Lowell before he had con- 
sented to meet the congressman.

“Having seen the charges made upon 
several occasions, that Speaker Cole 
went to the home of Cong. Ames and 
solicited his assistance in his cam- 
paign for the Speakership, and being 
the only party present at that confer- 
ence, I am constrained in justice to 
Speaker Cole to, make the folowing 
statement:

Ames at my _ request and 
there met Mr. Ames upon my appoint- 
ment, 

The conversation was a purely per- 
fcenal one and had no reference to the 
Speakership until near its close when 
Cong. Ames offered to Mr. Cole his as- 
sistance in securing the Lowell repre- 
sentatives as his supporters for th? 
Speakership. 

Mr Cole thanke& Mr. Ames but said 
that ‘he already had the pledges of al! 
the Lowell men and in substantiatio 
showed to both.of usethe pledge cards 
of all the Republican representatives 
of Lowell.

Speaker Cole Renominated for Representative.

Good Alcohol From Corncobs. 

The government investigation into 
the manufacture of alcohol at Hoopes- 
ton, Ill., indicates that tons of corn- 
cobs which heretofore have gone to 
waste can be converted into alcohol in 
sufficient quantities to justify the erec- 
tion of a distilling plant in connection 
with every corn cannery, The govern- 
ment commission succeeded in getting 
eleven gallons of alcohol from a ton of | 


corneobs and six gallons of alcohol 
from a ton of cornstalks. The tests 
show that there are 240 pounds of fer- 
menting substance in a ton of corn- 
stalks and that this will yield about 
half its weight in absolute alcohol; 
thus a ton of stalks wil produce 100 
-pounds of alcohol or 200 pounds of 
proof spirit.

Great steamships and war- 
ships were swept ashore like straws, 
and wharfage and water front build- 
ings were ruined, while the reports of 
the loss of life indicated that it may 
exceed 10,000. Most of-this mortality 
is comprised in the fishermen and wa- 
termen who live upon the junks and 
sSampans the year round. The typhoon 
lasted only two hours. The property 
loss was $20,000,000.

Scotch Express Train Wreck. 

The Scotch express train on the Great 
Northern left the rails near. Grantham 
and jumped a bridge. Ten persons 
fre known to be killed and sixteen in- 
jured dangerously. 
Deadly Dynamite. Explosion. 

Almost the entire business section of 
Jellico, Tenn., was wrecked by an ex- 
plosion of dynamite in the car yards 
of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road. Fifteen were reported killed and 
thirty injured. , 


Santos Dumont’s Mechanical Flight. 

Although M. Santos-Dumont in his 
uew aeroplane, the Bird of Prey,, was 
able to traverse the air at Paris only 
a distance of thirty-seven feet before 
his ship came to the ground with a 
crash, nevertheless the test is regard- 
ed as one of great importance because 
it was the first time an airship had 
ever left the earth unaided.

Four of us, all spinsters, close cal- 
culators in pocket matters, boarded the 
“Newport express excursion train from 
Boston at 9.30, on Sept. 13th, laden with 
a substantial lunch, pocket maps and 
time tables that located the flying 
villages. ‘I'wo were lineal. descendants 
of a brave Andover volunteer, Jabez 
Hayward, who, with Hancock and

with arfresh fleet as the French allies 
| sailed away treaclierotisly—(This French 
| admiral did the same thing a second 
tinie and it is a satisfying reflection to 
recall his head fell-into a guillotine bas- 
ket a. few years later) On our train 
was still another descendant of old Jabez 
but as the long réw of ten cars held her 
with a Lawrence party, we did not know 
it till several days later. . 

The hurricane due from’ the West” 
Indies in Sept., 1906, we kept as a stand- 
ing joke through. the day, but we did.

ADAMS BLOCK BASEMENT 


The fire. departm=-nt had a stubborn 
fire to fight last night. The blaze start- 
ec in the basement of the Adams 
block and ,caused nearly $10,000 dam- 
wge before it was extinguished. 

The basement, where the fire star ei 
is oecupied by Gecrge W. Dodson and 
Co., plumbers and stone dealers, who 
a.so occupied the first floor, In the 
basement was the plumbers’ work 
shop and a quantity of stock and 
material such as is* usually curried in 
% stove and plumbing business, There 
were, also about 34 tons of soft coal 
siored in the basement. 

The fire was discovered by William } 
H. Sylvester, the piano tuner; 223 Es- 
sex street, who while passing the 
nuilding detected ‘the smell of smoke. 
He peeped into the basement and be- 
ing convinced that there was a fire, 
ren to the police station and notified 
Capt. John J, Suilivan; who pulled in 
an alarm from box 13 at 8,52 o’clock. 

An alarm from this box calls out 
the entire department except that in 
‘the outlying districts and a quick re- 
tponse was made Soon lines of hose 
were laid and the fire was attacked 
from both the front side and the rear 
and flood of water was poured into 
the basement. The fire, however, was 
a stubborn one and it had gained con- 
siderable headway burning through 
the timbers and flooring into the store 
Troper before it was extinguished. 

The second floor of the building is 
occupied by George G. Adams, the 
architect, who is the owner of the 
tlock; Richard Cullinane and Jerome 
G. Knapp, also architects, and the 
Portable and Hoisting Engineers, The 
third and fourth floors are occupied 
ty Black Prince lodge, 36, Knights of 
Pythias, the upper one being a lodge 
hall and the antercoms and the other 
a dining hall and Bugbee hall, a small 
hall for general use. Meetings of the 
Massachusetts Catholic Order of For- 
esters, Merrimack counsel, Knights 9f 
Honor, and the Portable Engineers, 
were being held when the fire broke 
ont, and although there was some ex- 
citement, all escaped in safety.

All the rooms above 
the first floor suffered to some extent 
from the smoke and water, The quar- 
ters occupied by the Pilgrim Fathers 
were very badly jJamaged as was part 
of the Godfrey block. 


FATALLY CRUSHD 
BENEARTH CAR WHEELS 


Charles A. Simmons, a brakeman i 
the employ .f the Boston and Maine R. 
R., and residing with his family at 38 
State street. South Lawrence, died at 
the Lawrence General hospi’al at 11.10 
o’clock last night as ‘the result of ter- 
rible injuries sutained by being rua 
over by a train of freight cars near 
the Boston and Maine round house at 
4.55 o’clo Wednesday afternoon, 

Simmons was working with a shift- 
ing crew in what is known as the Bor-} 
ton yard and was standing on the track 
waiting for some of the cars to come 
down when he saw the.cab train .comn- 
ing on the track on which he stood. He 
stepped back suddenly on to the next 
track right in front of a number of 
freight cars which were in motion. He 
was struck and thrown direaly across 
the tracks and the entire train passed 
over the unfortunate man. | 

As soon as pos ible the train was 
stopped and Simmons was picked up 
by .the crew who found that he had 
received terrible injuries, his right leg, 
horribly crushed, as was the left foot, 
the left hand and wrist mangled, and 
the right hand and arm badly crushed.

organization of labor. . 

Mr. Cole referred to the accumula: 
tion of wealth in the hands of a few 
and said that the tsme was coming 
when national taws would regulate 
the evil and the wealth now being 
hoarded by the few would be divertea 
into its legitimate channels of circu- 
lation and the mi!ltions of people would 
share its benefits, The speaker assert- 
ed that this accumulation was feared | 
as much by rich men as by the labor- 
in: classes, ag he had discovered in hig 
meetings with them, but-that he can 
seen the signs of approaching remedy 
of the evil. - Mr. Cole said that the 
shortening of the-hours of labor was 
not the only thing to be desired, and 
if the time thus gained was not used 
for the uplifting and improvement of 
the individual there would be little 
profit accrue to the laboring man. The 
time must be usei, said the speaker, 
to improve and broaden the mind ana 
raise the standard of the individual 
still higher, that humanity would be 
bettered by the tmproved condition of 
the working man.
